Undefeated  in  all  games  played  in  the 
St.  Louis  district,  U.  City  regained  undis- 
puted possession  of  the  Big  Four  Subur- 
ban title  in  1942.  Led  by  Coach  Schemmer, 
who  took  over  the  coaching  duties  after 
Coach  George  Smith  joined  the  navy,  the 
Indians  enjoyed  one  of  their  most  success- 
ful campaigns.  The  team,  using  the  Mis- 
souri University  "T"  formation,  intro- 
duced by  Coach  Smith,  as  its  basic  forma- 
tion, developed  into  a  smooth-working 
machine  by  the  middle  of  the  season.  It 
was  noted  for  its  fine  deception  and 
ground-gaining  ability.  The  forward  pass 
offense  was  above  average  and  the  defense 
especially  good. 

Normandy  and  Webster  were  almost 
routed  by  the  Indians  on  their  home  fields. 
All  35  members  of  the  U.  City  squad  were 
used  during  these  games.  Probably  the 
most  interesting  game  of  the  season  was 
the  Tribe's  victory  over  Maplewood  on  the 


U.  City  gridiron.  Arnold  Kaiser  proved 
the  spark  pluck  of  the  team  on  this  occa- 
sion, running  100  yards  for  one  touch- 
down and  64  yards  for  another. 

Irving  Prelusky,  playing  tackle,  was  se- 
lected for  All-District  teams,  as  were 
"most  valuable  player"  Arnold  Kaiser  and 
honorary  captain-elect  Clifford  Godwin. 
Tom  Meyersieck  was  the  team's  quarter- 
back and  field  general.  His  ability  to  pick 
plays  and  pitch  passes  was  almost  un- 
canny. Rawlings,  Hobbs,  and  Jones  did 
good  work  in  the  backfield.  Harold  Lasky's 
pass-receiving  ability  deserves  mention,  as 
does  the  defensive  work  of  John  Hawken 
and  Jack  Fathauer. 

The  team  as  a  whole  worked  smoothly, 
with  fine  morale,  and  although  every  man 
was  a  star  in  his  own  right,  the  players 
all  worked  as  members  of  the  team  rather 
than  as  individuals.  They  certainly  dis- 
played the  ability  to  overcome  obstacles.

Forrest  England,  and  consequently  showed 
a  great  deal  of  power,  finishing  up  the 
year  with  a  record  of  18  wins  and  5  losses. 
Before  the  Christmas  holidays,  the  team 
had  established  a  new  offensive  record  by 
scoring  62  points  against  McKinley  and

had  won  three  other  games.  At  the  same 
time  we  were  losing  only  two  games, 
both  by  one-point  margins,  to  Soldan  and 
Kirkwood. 

Bad  hick  dogged  the  squad  after  the 
holidays.  Mickelson  was  lost  during  Jan- 
uary because  of  illness,  and  Haley  was  put 
out  of  action  for  the  rest  of  the  season  by 
a  dislocated  shoulder.  In  addition,  Kaiser 
and  Fisher,  the  regular  guards,  were  lost 
through  graduation.  Enough  replacements 
were  found  from  the  team's  strong  reserve 
strength,  however,  to  augment  the  all- 
season  regulars  —  Norwine,  Meyersieck, 
and  Lasky — and  to  enable  it  to  end  the 
season  with  only  two  more  losses,  both  to 
Webster  Groves.  One  of  the  most  exciting 
games  of  the  campaign  was  the  second 
Clayton  game,  played  on  the  U.  City  floor, 
in  which  Norwine  set  the  season's  individ- 
ual scoring  record  of  29  points  and  the 
Indians  set  another  new  high-scoring 
mark  of  63  points. 

After  the  close  of  the  regular  season,  U. 
City,  ranked  as  one  of  the  top  eight  teams 
of  the  Metropolitan  district,  was  assigned 
to  the  C.  B.  C.  sub-regional  playoffs.
